IN N.Y. TO PREPARE 
FOR TALK TONIGHT 


New York, November 12.—(4)— 
Governor Alfred EK. Smith, with his 
brown derby, golf clubs, cigar and 
smile, came to New York from AI- 
bany today to prepare the speech he 
is to deliver to the nation over’ the 
radio tomorrow night. 

The defeated democratic presiden- 
tial candidate will spend most of to- 
morrow on the address, which had 
been referred to by some as the gov- 
ernor’s valedictory, since he has an- 
nounced that he would not be a can- 
didate for public office again. 

When he reached Grand Central 
station, aboard the private car St. 
Nicholas, owned by his friend, Wil- 
liam F. Kenney, Governor Smith was 
quite all golf.

SIN FINAL PHASE 
AS LAVA SUBSIDES

Professor Ponte, Volcan- 
ologist, Says There Is 
No More Danger to Sur- 
rounding Towns. 


Catania, Sicily, November 12.—() 
The eruption of Mount Etna, which 
has gone on without check for 11 
days, was pronounced by Professor 
G. Ponte, director of the Volcanolog- 
ical institute, to be entering its final 
phase tonight and to be no longer a 
cause of anxiety to the Sicilian coun- 
trvside. 

In his bulletin issued at 9 o'clock 
tonight Professor Ponte said that the 
streams of molten lava, which have 
been destroying villages and orchards, 


everywhere showed signs of solidifying 
and that the emissions from the smok- 


ing mountain were lessening. 

The statement read: “The eruptive 
mouth in the Naca region was revis- 
ited this afternoon. The lava cataract 
was much below its former level, ap- 
pears quite viscus with the surface 
only a little heated and shows evident 
slowing up. A large crowd was_pres- 
ent to watch the spectacle of eruption, 
the diminishing radiating heat allow- 
ing them to approach near tne emit- 


ting crater. The lava cascade at Fos- 
sa Santoro is spinning enormous 
masses of petrified lava, which are 
fairly cool. 

“The stream in the Forte region is 
moving along quite slowly. There are 
visible upon its surface masses of 
solid stone, which by their accumula- 
tion impede the course of the lava cur- 
rent so that it often goes out of its 
course, forming small streams a few 
meters in width on the flank of the 
main stream. 

“The lower part of the stream is 
firm on its surface, moving only slow- 
ly along its front under the push of 
the more fluid lava enclosed within 
its shell. The eruption seems to be no 
longer a preoccupying matter and will 
not delay in showing its final phases 
and in extinguishing itself.” 


DESCRIBES FLIGHT 
OVER ETNA CRATER. 

Catania, Sicily, November 12.—(/) 
The spectacle of Mount Etna belching 
forth its great destructive lava thow 
as witnessed from the air was graph- 
ically described in a report issued to- 
day by Professor Ponte, director of the 
Volcanological institute, who has been 
making a series of studies of the pres- 
ent eruption. 

Once the plane in which the profes- 
sor was riding through the smoke and 
gloom above the fiery voleanc drop- 
per periiously near the crater, but 
came out of the dive without damage. 
The reconnaissance lasted an _ hour, 
the plane most of the time flying as 
low as was possible. 

The flight, the second that Professor 
Ponte has made, took place late yes- 
terday. His report follows: 

“The principal front of lava is ad- 
vancing along the line followed by 
the torrent which overwhelmed Mas- 
cali, while a lateral branch is pointing 
toward the Mascali station, tending to 
form a single flow. A branch was 
formed in the region of Mertoli dur- 
ing the night of November 9. 

“Proceeding slowly, it was more 
than’ five-eighths of a mile distant 
from Nunziata and was heading to- 
ward the lower part of the inhabited 
portion of that town. 

SA third eruptive mouth has gone to 
a lower level, while explosive mouths 
in the higher part of the main fissure 
have resumed explosive activity. 

“The reconnaissance was made at 
a low flying height and lasted an hour, 
going from the north side of the flow

Franklin Roosevelt Invites 
Governor To Visit Him 
in South. 


Warm Springs, Ga., November 12. 
(P)—Franklin D. Roosevelt, governor- 
elect of New York, tonight sent a tel- 
egram to Gov. Alfred E. Smith, urg- 
ing him to visit Warm Springs in 
the event the present°New York exec- 
utive decides to take a proposed trip 
to the southern gulf coast. 


Mr. Roosevent sent the message 
after reading New York dispatches 
saying that William Kenny, close 
friend of Governor Smith, was anx- 
ious to find a warm place in the south 
where the governor might come for 
a brief rest after his arduous cam- 
paign for the presidency. 

Barbecue Planned. 

The governor-elect called Governor 
Smith’s attention to plans afoot here 
to give a barbecue in Warm Springs, 
to which Governor Smith and deme 
cratic leaders from many states would 
be invited. 

The telegram read: 

“[ much hope that if you go to the 
gulf coast you will stop at Warm 
way down or on 
way back. We are only 28 miles from 
LaGrange, Ga., which is on the main 
line of the Crescent Limited. The 
people here want to give an old-fash- 
ioned barbecue in your honor, Hope 
you can do this.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said he had found 
nothing but the most cordial expres- 
sions for Governor Smith throughout 
Georgia. “I am confident,” he said, 
“that Governor Smith would receive 
a splendid welcome anywhere in the 
south.” 

Judge W. C. Adamson, of Carroll- 
ton, Ga., for 24 years congressman 
from the state and until recently 
judge of the New York customs court, 
was among the visitors at the Roose- 
velt cottage today.

U.S. BATTLESHIP 
GOES TO RESCUE 


Cause of Foundering Is 
Still Mystery; Cryptic 
Radio Calls for Help 
Give No Details. 


New York, November 12.—(United 
News.)—Adrift and helpless on a 
storm-swept sea, 349 passengers and 
crew of the liner Vestris, abandoned 
300 miles off the Virginia coast, were 
awaiting rescue early this morning 
while vessel after vessel reached their 
reported position and searched for 
them in inky darkness—so far in vain. 

Five ships—the U. S. S. Wyoming, 
the San Juan, the Santa Barbara, the 
Ohio Maru and the Collajer—were re- 
ported to have searched the vicinity 
where the 10,000-ton liner sank and 
those aboard it took to the lifeboats. 

The Ohio Maru, in a message here 
to the offices of its owners, said that 
it had been able to find no trace of 
the ship or lifeboats. The last mes- 
sage from the Vestris, at 1:23 p. m., 
had said that all were taking to the 
boats. 

The San Juan’s master, Nels Hel- 
gesen, radioed to the United News 
that after a search of more than an 
hour no sign had been found of the 
ship or survivors, Rain was falling, 
he said, and visibility was pder. This 
message was received at 8:45 p. m. 

Task Is Desperate. 

Like the Ohio Maru, the Wyoming 
and other ships, the San Juan is 
searching still. 

There was every promise that not 
the slightest threat of hope of sav- 
ing the Vestris’ complement would be 
neglected. 

Ships of all sorts, from a battle- 
ship and great liners to destroyers, 
were proceeding under forced draught 
from all points of the compass to the 
last position given by the Vestris— 
“egg 35:37 north, longtitude 
ii 7US, 

They faced the task in mountain- 
ous seas and pitch darkness, which 
even their searchlights would be able 
to penetrate only for a short dis- 
tance, of finding a dozen or so little 
lifeboats, bobbing like corks and vis- 


ible a mile away, even, only under the 
best conditions, 


Hope For Rescue Today. 


It was pointed out here that the 
task of intelligent, as opposed to blind 
search, for the Vestris’ lifeboats 
would be made greatly more difficult 
because the boats were bound to drift, 
and singly, driven like the foam on 
the crest of the giant waves until 
they would be almost certainly. out of 
sight of each other before many hours. 

It was thought that it would be im- 
possible to effect rescue of any life-

the Southern Medical association, in 
annual convention here, turned to the 
city auditorium tonight to hear Dr. 
William R. Bathurst, of Little Rock, 
Ark., deliver the president’s address 

Dr. Bathurst took as his topic the 
mounting problem of obtaining the 
best medical and scientific service for 
the middle class people who are tvuv 
well off to accept charity and too poor 
to pay the fees set for the rich. He 
said that upon the middle class rest- 
the welfare of the world and urged 
that the problem of giving them ac- 
cess to the great wealth of scientific 
knowledge amassed by the medical 
profession be deeply considered. 

A word of warning was issued by 
Dr. Bathurst about permitting scien- 
tific discoveries to be bandied about 
“by overzealous, untrained, and half- 
baked agencies essaying to conquer 
disease by presuming to perform the 
duties of the health officer and ex- 
perts in preventive medicine.” 

“With ampoles and hypodermic 
he said these half-baked 
agencies “do not hesitate to invade 
homes and with a ruthless indiscrimi- 
nation boldly proceed to ‘shoot’ whole 
families into a state of delectable and 
unusual immunization. 

“Medical knight-errantry ought to 
end,” he warned, “where science ‘be- 
gins. This situation is what inevit- 
results when the discoveries of 
science are not controlled and admin- 
istered by those who best understand 
their application for the common 
good.’ 

Two orations were also a part. of 
the same program, ove on medicine. 
entitled “Dermatology (Ineluding 
Svyphology) and the Family Vhysi- 
cian,” by Dr. George M. Mackee, of 
New York city, and the other on sur- 
gery, entitled “The Evolution of Sur- 
gical Teaching in the United States,” 
by Dr. Alton Oschner, of New Or- 
leans. 


YOUTH SENTENCED 
TO DEATH IN CHAIR 
FOR SLAYING THREE 


Louisville, Ky., November 12.—() 
Oscar Pearson, 19, accused of. killing 
three men here on October 2, 1917, to-

CALIFORNIA GAS BLAZE 


$1,000,000 Lost, One Man 
Killed Since Fire 


Started. 


Los Angeles, November 12.—(/)— 
Engineers today took the offensive 
in their fight against the blazing gas 
well at Santa Fe Springs, near here, 
which thus far has cost one life and 
about $1,000,000 and has paralyzed 
all production activity in the rich 
oil area, 

Since the gas well caught fire when 
it blew in last week, the fire fighters 
have been kept busy establishing de- 
fensive lines. Several oil derricks 
had to be razed and other precautions 
taken to prevent the spread of the 
blaze to other parts of the field. 


Last night it was declared that the’ 


defensive measures were completed 


and that an effort to snuff out the 
gigantic finger of fire would be made 
at once with steam lines and mud 
pipes, 

If this method fails, the fighters 
will resort to tunnelling. The tunnel- 
ling method was employed recently to 
extinguish another gas well fire in 
the field. A long tunnel was dug, 
connecting with the well casing 60 
feet below the surface and the flow 
of gas was diverted, causing the fire 
at the mouth of the well to die out. 

It is estimated that 50,000,000 
cubie feet of gas is being consumed 
by the fire every 24 hours. The 
blaze shoots into the air about 100 
feet and the earth about the well 
trembles. Because of the heat, 
streams of water are played upon 
fighters when they work near the 
blaze.

Tupper To Manage En- 
larged Offices. 


With the retirement of Manager 
Milton Dargan of the southern de- 
partments of the Royal Insurance

Merger Effects Economy. 


In the notices of companies, sent 
out to their agents, the advantages 
of the consolidations are mentioned. 
The Royal’s head office states that 
“it is quite apparent that the posi- 
tion of all of the companies will be 
strengthened by the move, which not 
only means economy in administra- 
tion, but also much greater facilities 
for caring for the needs of the in- 
dividual agents and for conserving 
the interests of the company group as 
a whole.” 

The announcement states that there 
are no anticipated changes among the 
junior officials or agency arrange- 
ments and that the routine business 
of the combined offices will continue 
as formerly. 

Under the consolidation plan of 
the companies, Southern Manager 
Tupper of the Queen will become the 
head of the Royal group in the south 
and will have supervision of the

_Roy D. Warren, school commis- 
sioner from the tenth ward and chair- 
man of the buildings and grounds com- 
mittee of the Atlanta board of educa- 
tion, will inspect the fissure in the 
outer wall of the Henry Grady high 
school this morning to ascertain 
whether immediate action is neces-

Mr. Warren's statem: t was nade 
Monday night. on the eve of the reg- 
ular November meeting of the board 
Slated for 3 o'clock this afternoon in 
the city council chamber. 

Many defects have been discovered 
in the building since its erection 
about four years ago at a cost of ap- 
proximately $400,000. Floors have 
sunk due to improper drainage, engi- 
neers say; walls have settled, thus 
causing them to crack; lavatorie. are 
in bad condition due to faulty setting 
of fixtures, it is said, and the build- 
ing is in general need of renovation. 

Several weeks ago, Mr. Warren 
called on the board to provide funds 
for repairing the structure, but they 
could not be procured. He had not 
been notified Monday night that Ray- 
mond R. Ritchie, assistant superin- 
tendent of schools in charge of busi- 
ness affairs, had ordered a wall con- 
structed around the latest outside 
break and had placed a sign “Dan- 
serous’ to warn the students.

A little later the battleship Wyo- 
ming radioed ashore the news that the 
ship had been abandoned at 1:25 
p. m.—passing on to the world the 
final message which Laughlin § and 
Captain Carey had sent out before 
they left their posts and commitfed 
themselves to the mercy of the seas, 
the sturdiness of their small boats 
and the brawn of their sailors’ arms. 

That ended communication with 
the Vestris, and what transpired while 
the boats were tossing about beneath 
the gale, cannot be told until these 
337 persons are safe aboard the res- 
cue ships. 

“Moderately rough” was Captain 
Carey’s description of the sea. The 
weather bureau, from its reports, 
judged the captain conservative, for 
it had information of SOQ-mile gales 
and ugly, tos8ing waters. Some won- 
dered how long the small boats could 
live in such seas as they pictured 
from the weather reports. 

The Vestris, which was built in 
Liverpool in 1912, left New York at 
o p. m., Saturday with passengers 
and freight for Rio de Janeiro and 
Buenos Aires. In exact figures it is 
a ship of 10,794 gross tons. It flew 
the British flag. with Liverpool as 
the home port. It was designed: orig- 
inally tor the South American trade. 

Officials of the Lamport and Holt 
offices here, operating owners of the 
ship, said that when it left port the 
Vestris was in excellent shape. Other 
shipping men agreed with them. It 
had a reputation as ai particularly 
staunch and seaworthy craft.

HINES ADVOCATES 
NATIONAL POLICY 
TOWARD VETERANS 


Washington, November 12.—()— 
A national policy in regard to vet- 
erans of all wars which “would not 
be changed evéry time we have a 
war” was advocated today by Briga- 
dier General Frank T. Hines, director 
of the veterans’ bureau. 

Speaking before the ninth confer- 
ence of the medical council of the bu- 
reau the general opposed special priv- 
ileges to certain groups of veterans. 
He urged consolidation of all veteran 
relief work in one agency. 

Dr. Ray Lyman Wilbur, president 
of Leland Stanford university, pre- 
sided as chairman to the council.

“On again, off again, Finnegan,” 
observed a veteran trader as he 
watched the opening of the stock ex- 
change last Wednesday, and his re 
mark aptly describes Wall street's in- 
terpretation of the election news.

For this disparity 
due allowance should be made by 
those who keep their feet on the 
g.ound, but as the great majority 
prefer to be optimistic, and as Ameri- 
can optimism generally means buy- 
ing something, it is to be expected 
that the buyers will out-number the 
sellers at least until the dominant 
mood changes.

Review 


_Manchester,’ Eng., Nov. 1.—(By 
Mail.)—Rather-an unsettled tone has 
prevailed throughout the Manchester 
market during the past week. This 
has been caused by the wider fluctua- 
tions in raw material rates. ‘n bal- 
ance values are~slightly lower and 
spinners and manufacturers are now 
olding more stiffly to quotations. 
There has been definite evidence of 
the increased activity in yarn and 
= goods during the past few weeks. 

ere is less disposition to.grant con- 
cessions in prices and alJl along the 
line determined efforts are being made 

producers to widen margins. Ther2 
is still a tendency for producers to 
extend their order lists and produc- 
tion is increasing. ‘ 


There has been rather more inquiry 
in piece goods. According to some 
makers the sales have been smaller 
than in recent weeks, but the reduced 
demand has affected standard makes. 
The turnover in miscellaneous fabrics 
for the outlets generally has been well 
maintained. With the termination of 
the four days holidays in Calcutta, 
demand in piece goods has broadearid 
and freer buying has taken place, ypar- 
ticularly in dhooties. Some merchants 
have operated speculatively. Although 
better clearances have taken place in 
Bombay, it is reported that stocks in 
that outlet are still on the heavy side. 
Here and there useful sales have taken 
place in bleaching styles for Karachi. 
There has also been a better demand 
for Cawnpore and Delhi. 

China Nvws Outlook Good. 

China auction news has again been 
encouraging and at the sales in Shansg- 
hai the quantity offered has been in- 
creased with a steady offtake. Fresh 
business has been arranged on this 
side in sized shirtings and fancies. 
There has been rather more activity 
for Java, Singapore and the Philip- 
pines. The improved demand for 


Egypt, the Levant and Constantinople 
has been maintained. A steady turn- 
over has continued to be done for Cen- 
tral and Seuth America. The de- 
mand for the Continent has been eas- 
ily satisfied. Many merchants are 
waiting until present stocks are dis- 
posed of before committing themselves 
further ahead. 

There is a growing confidence in 
current rates, and the general opinion 
is that values will tend to harden 
in the near future. Spinners of Amer- 
ican yarns have continued to meet 
with a steady demand. Sales and de- 
liveries have again been larger than 
the ontput. 

Prices all around are more firmly 
held. There has been plenty of in- 
quiry in shipping numbers and opera- 
tions have occurred for India and the 
Continent. Spinners of Egyptian 
yarns have booked more orders. A 
stronger feeling continues to show it- 
self in this section. 

The Cotton Yarn Association, Ltd., 
in its usual weekly report on the yarn 
position in the cotton industry records 
that the upward trend of production 
continued during last week and was 
2,000,000 pounds above the _ lowest 
level recorded this year. The spin- 
dies in the section producing mule 
twist showed the greatest proportion- 
ate increase. Deliveries showed a cor- 
responding increase and sales contin- 
ued above actual production. 

The report continued: “The volume 


of business has strengthened the mar- 
ket position and firmness in prices has 
resulted in more satisfactory margins. 
There is a slowing down in the rate 
of absorption of unemployed § and 
weaving districts do not show the 
same general tendency as spinning. 
North East Lancashire districts are 
worse in both spinning and weaving, 
with the exception of Blackburn, 
which continues better.”

Kyoto, Japan, November 12.—(?) 
The state ceremonies held in this 


ancient capital last week and this 
are only the climax of a long series 
covering nearly two years deemed nec- 
essary to mark suitably the aceession 
of the new Emperor Hirothito to 
the throne vacated by the death of 
his father, the late Emperor Taisho. 

The last emperor died Christmas 
day, 1925, and his son’s reign actual- 
ly began that day. A long period 
had to intervene, however, between 
this actual accession and the formal 
ceremonies celebrating and consecrat- 
ing it. This is due to the concep- 
tions concerning death, mourning, the 
defilement of death and the sanctity 
of the harvest involved in Shinto, 
the ancient national religion. 

It is required that after an emperor 
dies a full year’s mouring must be 
observed. Only thereafter it is per- 
mitted to plant the rice to be used 
in the great’ thanksgiving, which 
means that a full year plus a spring, 
summer and autumn must pass before 
the enthronement comes in “the sea- 
son between autumn and _ winter,’ 
hence the formal celebration on No- 
vember 10, 1928, of an accession that 
had actual and effective beginning 
on December 25, 1926. 

~The Japanese divide the two year 
series of rites—which, taken altogeth- 
er, they refer to as “the great cere- 
monies’—into three parts. First 
comes the “senso,” literally “throne 
treading,” which began as soon as 
Taisho had breathed his last. Early 
that morning Hirohito took his place 
as 124th sovereign of his dynasty, ap- 
pearing in turn before the three prin- 
cipal sanctuaries of the imperial pal- 
ace to worship and announce his suc- 
cession to the dieties there enshrined. 
These sanctuaries are the Kashikodo- 
koro, or “place of awe;” shrine of 
Amaterasu-o-mi-kami, the sun goddess, 
greatest of the national dieties, and 
ancestress of the house; the Koeri- 
den, dedicated to all the imperial an- 
cestors, Hirohito’s 123 precedessors, 
and the Shin-den, where the myriad 
dieties of the Shinto Pantheon are 
worshipped. 

The same morning took place the 
formal transfer of possession of two 
of the three sacred treasures, the 
sword and the jewel, which are al- 
ways kept by the emperor's person. 
Third sacred treasure, the murror, 
need not be transferred, since it re- 
mains always in its sanctuary, the 
Kashikodokoro. Three days later 
the new emperor granted an imperial 
nudience to the leaders of the na- 
tion and apprised them of the suc- 
cession. 

The year of mourning followed. 
Then on January 17, 1928, came for- 
mal announcement of the dates se- 
lected for the rites in this ancient 
city. This announcement had to be 
made to the sun goddess, the Shinto 
Pantheon and the imperial ancestors 
in the three shrines of the imperial 

lace, also to the sun goddess at 
the great shrine of Ise, at the tombs 
of the first emperor, Jimmu, and of 
the four emperors immediately pre- 
ceding the reigning sovereign. 

Preparatory to the great thanks- 
giving, the ceremony of selecting the 
two fields in which the sacred rice 
for this was to be grown was held 
February 5. The rice was planted 
June 1 and solemn rites of its har- 
vesting occurred September 20 and 


Meanwhile the renovation of the 
t halls for the Kyoto ceremonies, 
the erection of a splendid hall there 
and building of the two simple huts 
for the great thanksgiving occupied 
architects, artists and carpenters.

Woman Passes at 
Age of 91. 


Jackson, Ga., November 12.— 
Friends throughout the south will re- 
gret to learn of the death of Miss 
Mary Jdsephine Varner, affectionate- 
ly known as “Miss Joe.” which oec- 
curred at her home at Indian Springs 
Monday. She was one of Butts coun- 
ty’s oldest and best-known citizens, 
and on June 17 observed her ninety- 
first birthday. 

Born on June 17, 1827, in Jasper 
county, Miss Varner had spent her 
entire life at Indian Springs, having 
resided in the historic Varner house, 
built by William McIntosh, the cele- 
brated Creek Indian chieftain, about 
1820. She was a daughter of Edward 
Varner and Cynthia Hardwick Fitz- 
patrick Varner, pioneer residents of 
this section. Miss Joe was the last 
member of a large family, all of whom 
had played a leading part in the prog- 
ress and growth of Indian Springs and 
this section.
